Students Ask Smoking Areas 


Dear Editor: 

I, along with the presidents of the 
Valencia and El Dorado High 
Schools, will be making a formal 
proposal to the school board 
concerning the bill signed by 
Governor Brown on May 6th of this 
year. 

This legislative decision has given 
the school districts of this state the 
option of having smoking areas on 
high school campuses. 

The bill, SB121, was submitted by 
State Senator Arlen Gregorio (D-San 
Mateo). We will be asking for a 
smoking area on campus on a trial 
basis for the second semester of this 
year. 

I have written this letter to 
express my views and the views of 
the majority of students attending 
Valencia, El Dorado and Esperanza 
High Schools. 

The strongest opposition to this 
bill seems to be coming from the 
parents. The major reason for this is 
the fact they have not been 
completely informed on all the 
details concerning the proposal. 
Here are some of the facts that may 
sway these parents: 

1) Since minors can LEGALLY buy 
and smoke cigarettes off campus, 
the school will not be sanctioning 
any unlawful act by providing a 
smoking area. 

2) The State Department of 
Eduation reports that smoking on 


campus is the number one cause of 
suspensions in California today. 

3) The Placentia Unified School 
District loses from the state $5.62 
per day every day a student is not in 
school. Last year, at Esperanza 
alone, 199 such days were lost due to 
smoking suspensions. 

4) Parental rights will not be 
infringed upon since parental 
permission will be required in order 
to use the smoking area. 

The main argument brought 
forward by non-smokers is that their 
own personal environment is being 


‘invaded because of lack of a smoking 


area. They feel a_ controlled, 
supervised area will reduce, if not 
eliminate, the congregating and 
vandalism within the restrooms and 
locker areas. 

I feel it is time the needs of the 
students are listened to. It is time 
that adult feelings towards smoking 
on campus be reexamined in the 
light of this new bill. This is a chance 
for the Placentia Unified School 
District to take a leadership role-on a 
trial basis-and accept this proposal. 

I am confident, along with the 
other two presidents of this district, 
that after listening to our proposal to 
be stated at the December 8th board 
meeting, the parents and board 
members will undoubtedly accept 
our proposal into this district.

The City Councnu action in 
purchasing five acres next to the 
Placentia Civic Center brings to 
mind what a wise man once. said 
about government. He - said,

Nowhere can that be better 
demonstrated than right here in 
Placentia’s magnificent Civic Center 
ad in the strange circumstances 
surrounding the five acre purchase. 

Our amazing City Council, 
ignoring the fact that the Civic 
Center had just been completed at a 
cost of more than 3 million dollars 
and empty offices abandoned, 
looked around for ways to spend. 
And they found it right next door to 
the grandiose Civic Center. They 
purchased the five acres at a 
shocking $85,000 an acre. They 
claim that they held public hearings 
but if so, they were the strangest 
public hearings that Bonnie and | 
have ever attended. This is what 
happened. 

Two legal ads were run that stated 
the ‘General Plan was to be 
amended. Not a hint about the 
purchase of five acres. At the 
so-called public hearings again, not 
one word was ever mentioned by any 
Councilman, Mayor, city official or 
member of the audience about 
buying the five acres. The minutes 
clearly bear this out. And yet our city 
leaders have the gall to say that 
numerous public hearings were 
advertised and held. That, to us, is 
an out and out deliberate cover-up; a 
deliberate attempt to fool the public. 

The mystery deepens. According 
to law a city must have a reason for 
purchasing property with taxpayers 
funds.

force us to expand the Civic Center 
to cover another five acres. After all, 
there are still empty offices in our 
almost new Civic Center. 

The apparent failure of the City 
Council to hold public hearings on 
the purchase, the obvious fact that 
this city has no real need for the 
land, and the shocking cost to the 
taxpayer is bad enough - but there’s 
more. 

When the City began negotiations 
for the five acres in December of 
1974, the owners of record were a 
mysterious group calling them- 
selves ‘‘The Placentia Land- 
owners.”’ At no time has the 
complete identities of this group 
been revealed, though numerous 
attempts to find out have been made 
by a few residents. 

On May 7, 1975 the Landowners 
sold land to the Founders K 
Corporation for approximately 
$27,000 an acre. Now comes the 
rip-off. The Founders K Corporation 
then, on the same day May 7, 1975 
sold the $27,000 an acre property to 
the City of Placentia for $85,000 an 
acre or a total of $425,000 for five 
acres. Not a bad day's work. A profit 
of about $290,000 on the five acre 
purchase. This is according to 
recorded deeds on file at the Orange 
County Recorder's office. 

The thing that tops it all off is the 
Founder K Corporation gets that 
$425,000 practically tax free because 
the City of Placentia agreed to obtain 
the land by way of a ‘‘friendly 
condemnation suit.’’ You bet! That 
was probably the coziest, friendliest 
condemnation action ever taken in 
the state of California. Founders K 
got top dollar and no taxes to 
sweeten up the deal. 

The City Council of Placentia 
ought to be ashamed for their part in 
this shameless though apparently 
legal rip-off of the Placentia 
taxpayers. 

If the City Council has an excuse 
for their action, Bonnie and I would 
like to hear it; but don’t claim 
ignorance gentlemen. The  tax- 
payers of Placentia aren't that naive.

task than I had imagined. It wouldn’t 
have been a reality if everybody 
hadn't pitched in and helped.’’ 


The new chief promised a ‘‘good 
level of service. We will do 
everything we can to work 


cooperatively with the citizens of 
Placentia.’’ 

“When we filled in on a 
temporary basis,’’ (during the 
walkout-lockout of Placentia Fire- 
fighters, Local No. 2147), ‘‘those 
men who served in the city then, 
have requested to come back here.”’ 

The changeover also will bring 
back the 24-hour shift to local 
stations, which have been on an 
eight hour day for two years. The 
24-hour shift involves ‘‘housekeep- 
ing,’’ and the equipment needed for 


it. The county arrangement entails 
beds, lockers and cooking utensils. 
Any recreational materials are the 
concern of the individual stations 
and must be supplied by them, a 
member of the county personnel 
explained. 


The conversion here Tuesday 
followed action by the Placentia City 
Council in approving a fire contract 
with the county through June 30, 
1977. The cost is just over a million 
dollars for the year and seven 
months, at $1,001,239. 


The council action was corrobora- 
ted two days later by a unanimous 
four-one vote by the Orange County 
Board of Supervisors.

Santa Fe Park had four lights 
installed by the developer, Samp 
said. During the last three years, 
each light has been replaced at least 
once. ‘At the present time, not one 
light is in repairable condition,"’ the 
report states. 


The other lights will be new 
installations. 


No Action Taken 
On Guerrero Garage 


Further discussion of any 
problems or solutions inherent in the 
widening of Placentia Avenue 
alongside the Marcelino Guerrero 
property on Sunset Drive have been 
tabled by the Placentia City Council. 

The Guerreros have previously 
complained of the difficulty of using 
their garage, which fronts on 
Placentia Avenue and which is now 
14 feet from the street, since the 
completion of the widening. 

The latest council action followed 
efforts by the Guerreros to have the 
widening stopped until the circum- 
stances could be heard in the courts. 
When this failed, the city continued 
with the widening project. 

The Guerreros had been offered 
an automatic garage door opener by 
the council, but rejected it and said 
they had been required to sign 
waivers freeing the city from any 
liability to obtain it. The Guerreros 
insisted that they had been offered a 
new one car garage by the city to 
front on the Sunset Drive front of 
their home, but city spokesmen 
denied this. 

The latest break in communica- 
tions followed the suggestion by 
Councilman George De Jesus that 
the city council look into the problem 
again as to whether the garage was 
safe. 

However, the recommendation of 
City Attorney Charles Post III, was 
that nothing be done ‘‘until I have 
time to see the nature of the claim’’ 
referring to possible legal action by 
the Guerreros. 

Antonio Gigliotti, Long Beach, 


attorney for the Guerreros, said that 
no claim has been filed concerning 
the situation, although inquiries 
have been made. ‘I have no 
objection if they want to settle out of 
court,’”’ Gigliotti advised. 

In the study prepared by city staff 
for presentation to the council, three 
possible plans were itemized for 
their consideration: 

The first was to construct a new 
single car garage off the Sunset 
Drive frontage at an estimated cost 
of $5,800. 

The second was to add a pass 
through door to the existing garage, 
coming through from the front of the 
property, driving around the house 
and entering through the back of the 
garage. However, only a one-car 
width door could be cut and still keep 
the structure safe, the report stated. 

The cost of that plan is estimated 
at $2,100. In order to effect this plan, 
a room and shed built easterly of the 
garage would have to be removed. 
The report also points out that there 
are no records of building permits 
having been secured for the storage, 
shed or room areas which now exist 
on the property. 

A third alternative would relocate 
the existing garage, which is 20 
years old by moving it to the east 
side of the property, also removing 
the shed and room, then entering it 
from the front. The cost of this plan 
is $3,400. 

The city engineering staff also 
recommended that no action be 
taken.

of Goldenrod Park and all three 
phases of Wagner Park, going out 
for its first phase bids in February. 
Bradford Park on Palm Drive, also is 
to be developed and showers and 
lockers placed in the Tynes Gym in 
Tuffree Park. 

Other park improvements include 
lighting at Tuffree and Koch Parks 
and a picnic shelter and handball 
courts at Tuffree. New picnic tables, 
braziers, drinking fountains and 
benches and playground equipment 
replacement are scheduled for all 
parks. 

New playground equipment is 
projected for Goldenrod and 
Wagner Parks and Kraemer Park 
improvements include walks, light- 
ing, a stream and picnic shelters. 

Street Improvements 

Street improvements will encom- 
pass several widening projects and 
extensions. Streets which will be 
widened in designated sections 
include: Rose Drive, Melrose Street, 
Kraemer Boulevard, Chapman 
Avenue, Jefferson Street, Fee Ana 
Street, Van Buren Street, Bradford 
Avenue, Madison Street, Crowther 
Avenue and Richfield Road. 

Four major street projects to be 
considered are the widening of 
Chapman Avenue; an Alta Vista 
Street extension to Jefferson Street, 
the widening of Bradford Avenue 
from Yorba Linda Boulevard to 
Chapman Avenue and the extension 
of Miraloma Avenue from Van 
Buren Street to Fee Ana Street. 

Anticipated costs for the projects 
include: the widening of Chapman 
Avenue from Murray Street to 
Kraemer Boulevard, $802,000; the 
Alta Vista Street extension, 
$100,000; the Bradford widening, 
$1,032,750; and the Miraloma 
Avenue extension, $375,000. 

Railroad Crossings 

An overpass at the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fe Railroad lines, 
Rose Drive and Orangethorpe 
Avenue is a possibility in 1982-83 at 
a cost of $1,200,000. 

An underpass at Kraemer 
Boulevard and Crowther Avenue is 
estimated at $1,700,000 and planned 
for the year 1986-87, combining for 
almost $3 million in improved 
railroad crossings, the sites of 
numerous accidents. 

Median island construction, 
according to the predictions, wiil 
continue along Bastanchury Road, 
Yorba Linda Boulevard, Kraemer 
Boulevard and Rose Drive for a total 
construction bill of $712,322 and an 
additional outlay for landscaping 
and lighting of $550,894, amounting 
to a grand total of $1,263,216. 

Extensive storm drain construc- 
tion is projected as a $981,200 need. 

Revenues 

Property taxes, which brought in 
$938,111 in revenues in 1974-75, are 
expected to produce $3,217,215 in 
1987-88. Other taxes will go up from 
$925,342 to$2,916,614. But building 
permits and related fees, will shrink 
from $214,479 to $186,600. 

Revenues from other agencies, 
from alcoholic beverage fees to civil 
defense, are expected to rise from 
the current $695,223 to $1,530,302. 
Another list of local revenues, from 
parks and recreation fees to fines 
and forefcits, now at $356,621, 
should accelerated to $866,773 by 
1987-88. 

with a total general fund at 
$3,129,776 in the fiscal year 1974-75. 


the year 1987-88 should bring in 
$8,717,504. 

Park development funds, a 
current $389,094, will decrease until 
they are nonexistent at the end of the 
13 year period. The fees, based on 
development, will dissipate along 
with the building. 

The utility tax now at $389,094 
annualy, should rise to $1,213,798. 

Total gasoline fund revenues, 
which now amount to $496,790, 
should hike to $693,527. Federal 
revenue sharing, started in 1972-73 
with $192,637 and now at $170,784, 
is expected to phase out in 1976-77. 

Storm drain construction funds 
now at $76,498 should end in the 
year 1986-87 as_ will sewer 
construction funds now at $39,375. 

All revenues to the city now total 
$4,722,908. This figure is expected 
to increase to $9,833,164. 

Personnel 

Regarding the city council 
expenses, the report itemizes that 
the council which is now earning 
only $1,800 in salaries is spending 
$8,162 for materials and supplies for 
a total of $9,962. 

This amount, according to the 
report, is expected to accelerate by 
1987-88 with the salary total 
remaining the same, but materials 
and supplies jumping to $22,659 for 
a total of $24,459. 

Other salaries and expenses show 
the expected substantial increases. 

Thirty-two new full time perman- 
ent employees are anticipated 
through 1988 with three additional 
in administration; four in finance; 
one in community development; 19 
in police and five in recreation and 
maintenance. The increase would 
bring the full strength of the city’s 
personnel to 158 employees. 

Also in the report is a schedule for 
the replacement of motor vehicles: 
police, 2 year; city sedans, 5 years; 
pick-up trucks, 7 years; heavy 
trucks, 10 years; street sweepers, 10 
years; heavy duty mowers, 10 years 
and fire trucks, 25 years.

“Is medication the only 
solution---The answer is no. 
The best program is based 
on good sanitation, good 
management, and drug 
treatment. Stable manure 
should be composted or 
spread on non-grazed land. 
Manure in small areas 
should be picked up at least 
twice weekly and handled in 
a like manner. 

‘*In large pastures, mow- 
ing, chain harrowing, and 
rotation of pastures will 
greatly reduce the number 
of viable larvae. Placing 
feed on the ground invites 
infection. Feeding in mang- 
ers or racks is much safer. 

“In any rotation pro- 
gram, the larger the pasture 
and the longer the interval 
the better. However, re- 
search at Texas A & M 
indicates that an effective 
program can be carried out 
by treating animals at sixty 
day intervals followed by 
rotation between two small 
pastures one of which is 
kept completely free of 
horses during its sixty day 
rest period. 

“It was concluded that in 
a heavily parasitized herd 
the foregoing program 
should probably be con- 
tinued for a year after which 
the need for continued 
medication could be deter- 
mined by the presence of 
eggs in the feces. However, 
the regular two month 
rotation of pastures should 
continue indefinitely. 

‘Dynamics of the Prob- 
lem---Nothing in the fore- 
going dissertation is really 
new.

600 — 650 W. CHAPMAN, PLACENTIA 
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Reading test scores 
recently released by the 
State Department of Educa- 
tion show that students in 
the Placentia Unified School 
District can read as well as 
or better than their peers 
throughout the state. 

As district officials ana- 
lyze the results of the 
statewide testing program, 
they are finding that, as a 
total district, students are 


performing basic skills 
better than last year, 
according to Jo Ellen 
Crawford, the district's 
director of evaluation and 
research. 


“It is difficult to draw 
direct comparisons between 
the tests of this year and 
last, because the tests have 
been greatly changed and 
each year’s group of 
children is different,’’ she 
explained. 


PUSD Pleased With Scores 


‘*However, by examining 
the average number of 
iterms answered correctly by 
students (absolute scores) 
both years, we can see 
improvement in almost all 
areas. That’s a more valid 
means of looking to see if 
our educational program is 
achieving desired results,’’ 
she said. 

Because the same phen- 
omenom of overall improve- 
ment held true throughout 
the state, the district’s 
percentile ranking appear- 
ed lower, even though 
actual achievement was 
higher. ’ 

In all cases, those 
rankings that were within 
the expected performance 
range were ‘‘comfortably 
within,”’ and all the twelfth 
grade rankings were higher 
than anticipated by state 
statisticians. (See Table A)

Districts were compared 
on a number of variables, 
including socio-economic 
factors, education of par- 
ents and bilingual makeup, 
to determine the range of 
expected achievement.

At the sixth and 
twelfth grade levels, stu- 
dents were tested in the 
areas of reading, written 
expression, spelling and 
mathematics. 

**We found that the most 
accurate background factor 
for judging performance on 
the tests was the achieve- 
ment scores from younger 
children in the district,’ 
Mrs. Crawford said. 

Different sets of factors 
proved to be significant at 
different grade levels, she 
said, although the achieve- 
ment scores headed the list 
at all levels. 

Other significant factors 
which have been shown to 
be related to academic 
achievement include the 
socio-economic status and 
education of parents in the 
community, percentage of 
bilingual students and pupil 
mobility, she explained. 


Placentia schools have a 
recorded 15.7 per cent 
minority population and 35 
per cent mobility rate. 
“Although our mobility

sounds high, we are only in 
the moderate range state- 
wide,’” Mrs. Crawford 
noted. ‘California has a 
high mobility factor, rang- 
ing from 25 to 67 per cent in 
some school districts.’’ 

In comparing the average 
number of questions an- 
swered correctly by stu- 
dents in the Placentia 
district, Mrs. Crawford 
point out improvements in 
all areas in almost all grade 
levels. 


‘‘However we see a 
significant drop in sixth 
grade scores, even though 
the percentile ranking is not 
much lower,’’ Mrs. Craw- 
ford said. ‘‘The reason is 
probably related to the fact 
that the new test is much 
harder than the one 
administered last year.’’ 


The test was intentionally 
made more difficult by a 
state task force assigned to 
overhaul the testing sy- 
stem, she added. The sixth 
grade test was designed to 
measure skills that should 
be mastered by fourth 
grade, while the former test 
included questions as ele- 
mentary as second grade. 


Table B_ shows the 
percentage of questions 
answered correctly and the 
district’s percentile ranking 
with other districts in the 
state for the past two years.

Hiring For Census Begins 


In a move designed to 
increase the amount of 
revenues paid to local 
governments by the state, 
the County of Orange and 
22 of its cities will conduct a 
special mid-decade census. 

The count is scheduled to 
begin on or about January 
10, 1976, and run for a 
period of approximately 30 
to 45 days. 

Every city except Hunt- 


ington Beach, Stanton, 
Tustin and San Clemente 
will be included in the 
census. However, since 


these. cities, have had a 
special census within the 
last two years _ their 
exclusion will not detri- 
mentally effect the county 
count. 

The county will hire 
approximately 750 census 
personnel for the census 
program to count the 
unincorporated areas plus 
the cities of Garden Grove, 
Buena Park and_ Los 
Alamitos. The other 19 
cities will individually hire 
enumerators for their re- 
spective cities bringing the 
county-wide total to 2,500 
temporary jobs. 

Starting December 1, 
1975, prospective appli- 
cants who live and want to 
work in unincorporated 
County territory of the cities 
of Garden Grove, Los 
Alamitos, and Buena Park 
should appear in person at 
the Orange County Person- 
nel Department, Room 
G-220, 625 N. Ross Street, 
Santa Ana, _ Telephone 
834-2828. 

Applicants interested in 
the approximately 1,800 
jobs in the other participat- 
ing cities can contact that 
city’s Personnel Depart- 
ment in person on Decem- 
ber, 1975. 


Census workers may 
work six hours a day, six 
days a week, walking 


door-to-door asking ques- 
tions about households by 
following a specific outline 
of questions and recording 
the answers. They will have 
to answer general questions 
about the census program, 
do simple arithmetic totals 
and perform other generaf 
activities as requested. The 
salary will be $2.35 per 
hour. 

Census Crew Leadwork- 
ers will supervise census 
worker crews and be 
required to perform more 
difficult work. They will 
contact group quarters such 
as hospitals and apartments 
and edit the census 
worker’s questionnaires. 
Crew leadworkers will be 
paid $2.70 an hour and be 
reimbursed for mileage for 
using their own vehicles. 

Leadworkers must have 
some knowledge of the 
elements of supervision, 
and possess or have the 
ability to obtain a valid 
California Driver’s License 
before they can be hired. 

In order to qualify as a 
census worker or crew 


leadworker, the individual 
must be a least 18 years of 
age, have the ability to 
tactfully deal with the 
public, learn proper pro- 
cedures necessary to per- 
form census work, explain 
and interpret forms and 
procedures to the public 
and read and write in 
English. Other minimum 
qualifications include being 


able to follow written and 
oral instructions, use street 
maps and physically stand 
and walk for extended 
periods. The ability to speak 
Spanish by some census 
workers and crew lead- 
workers is highly desirable.

With the recent upsurge 
of tennis playing through- 
out the nation, Placentia 
residents also have found 
courts somewhat limited 
and in most cases are faced 
with waiting lines, Dick 
Samp, Placentia Director of 
the city’s Recreation and 
Maintenance Services said 
this week. 

In an effort to seek a fair 
and equitable solution the 
city’s recreation depart- 
ment upon the recom- 
mendation of the Placentia 
Tennis Club and_ the 
Recreation and Park Com- 
mission, will install the Fare 
Tennis System in the two 
courts at Tuffree Hill Park. 
Installation will be com- 
pleted the week of Decem- 
ber 15. 

Players must deposit one 
doliar for each hour of play, 
Samp explained. The coins 
activate a meter which 
permits the tennis nets to be 
raised into position. At the 
completion of one hour the 
nets will drop permitting 
players to change. 

Samp _ indicated other 
advantages with this sys- 
tem include: players wait- 
ing for a court do not have to 
bother players by asking 
game score. By checking 
the meters, they can 
determine which court will 
be open with the play 
limited to the time remain- 
ing on the meter. Players do 
not have to be engaged in an 
actual game. Individuals 
may control the entire court 
for the purpose of practice.

Lifeline Rates 
Hearings Set 


‘Lifeline’ volumes for 
customers of gas and 
electric utilities under the 
jurisdiction of the California 
Public Utilities Commission 
will be the subject of PUC 
hearings in Los Angeles 
December 8-11. 

Proceedings each day will 
begin at 10 a.m. in the 
Commission’s Courtroom, 
State Office Building, 107 
South Broadway, with PUC 
Examiner Parke L. Bonney- 
steele presiding. 

Evidence will be taken 
from the three major gas 
and electric utilities in 
Southern California--South- 
ern California Edison, 
Southern California Gas, 
and San Diego Gas & 
Electric. 

The PUC also expects to 
hear from cities; counties; 
consumer groups; _ busi- 
ness, trade, and agricultur- 
al associations, and envir- 
onmental groups. 

In its order opening the 
investigation into lifeline 
rates October 7, the PUC 
specifically called for data 
relating to the minimum 
sneeay needs of the average 


residential user for space 
and water heating, lighting, 
cooking, and food refrigera- 
tion. 

Recommendations _ will 
also be received on 
differentials in residential 
energy needs caused by 
geographical, climatic, and 
seasonal differences. 

The PUC investigation is 
in accordance with the 
Miller-Warren Energy Life- 
line Act which requires the 
PUC to establish lifeline 
rates no greater than rates 
in effect on January 1, 1976. 

The act requires that the 
PUC ‘‘authorize no in- 
crease in the lifeline rate 
until the average system 
rate in cents per kilowatt- 
hour or cents per therm 
increased 25% or more over 
een January 1, 1976, level.’
